Hers you encounter, at all hotrs of the
day, the indolent and the nctive, the
grave and the gay of Lima, A more
motley crowd in color and costume can-
not woll be conceived,  The language of
almost every nation on the globe throws
its peoulinr acconts on the ear. The
poorest have on them generally some ar-
ticle of luxury or refinement, The Span.
Indy is seen in her savary manfto; the
mestizoo in her gayly-figured shawl, and
the quadroon in her white-kid slippers.

Wepnespay, Aenie 1. Sinoe the t
earthquake of 1748, tho houses in Lima
have genornlly been confined to one story,
A fow families of wealth, who consulted
their pride more than their personal safe-
ty. have run their dwellings a little high:
er, The walls are nnifnrmfn of' sun-baked
brick, and the roofs fiat, %‘he more pre-
tending houses have an open court be-
tween the heavy gato and the main
building. The front of the dwelling,with
ita Lfresoo paintings, and gilded window-
frames glimmering thrmlgg the evergreons
which fill the court, has a fine effeot;
every thing looks inviting and cool, well
suited to the elimate—but a dash of snow
would ruin its attractions.

Almost every house betrays the Moor-
ish origin of its architecturo in its ver-
anda.  This appendage resembles a long,
ea[mciouu bird-cage, fastened to the wall;
it 18 composed ufq:ttine-wnrk. and print-
ed green.  Here the inmates can ebserve
the passing crowd without being them-
selves seon.  But all the buildings in
Lima bave about them the evidences ol
decay, Many of the mansions of the rich
have passed into the hands of foreign
merchanta,nnd are used as counting-houses
while others have been converted into
hotels and restaurants. Maoy families of
distinetion, after the revolution, returned
te Spuin ;. and not 8 few of those who
remain are siowly exhausting the rem.
nnnts of their onee splendid fortones, A
Spaniard with the most diluted drop of
noble veins, will about as soon starve as
work.  He regards labor as a degrada.
tion.

Curious Urops in Germany.

One of the most common oraps raised
n Germany is that of trees, so that one
gees pine forests planted in great numbers,
These are laid off in rows as straight an
those of n corn field. There ia soarcel

thus cultivated, The land is, in man

places, so poor thut it eannot be tilled
overy year; ko that by taking n number
of years to raise & crop of troes the ocou-
anta effect the double purpose of supply-
ug themselves with wood and of geltin

at the end of that time, fallow gmnnﬁ
again.  One oan soe the pine tree fields
ofwall ages, some with little trees of one
or two years' growth, and others with
large ones ready for the axe. When
they gather in a forest thoy grub up eve-
ry stump as low as there are any roofs
fit to burn,

Another curious crop in Uermany is
that of fish. In Northern Bavaria, es-
pecially, the fish ponds are very numer-
ous, & whole country is spotted with
them, and hns the appearance of being
filled with little lakes. The sight is quite
unique, and often heautiful.  Wherever
there is a marshy place, or ‘the lands
need to be dninmi they oateh the water
ina fish pond. Those in Ameriea who
are cursed with sloughs might take les.
sons from the Germans in this, Many
farmers realize as much from their water
crop a8 from their land crop. At the
foot of hills often, and where the waters
come down from a mountain, they build
these ponds.  Not unfrequently they dam
up largoe streams, or turn off sufficient of

of fish-ponds fullowing olose one after the
other. They have, accordingly, in North-
ern Bavarin always a good supply of fish,
notwithstunding they are far from the
sen; and no lurge vivers flow  through
their country.
